Status of Berlin

LONDON, May 9 (NYT).—The leaders of Britain, the United 
States. France and West Germany warned the Soviet Umon in firm 
language today not to endanger the status quo in Berlin, 

In 8 communiqué issued after a special conference at 10 Downing 
Street, the four countries asserted that strict adherence to existing 
agreements on Berlin was “indispensable to the continued improve- 
ment of the situation and essential to the strengthening of detente, 
the maintenance of security and the development of cooperation 


throughout Europe.” 

No crisis or fresh developments 
in Berlin prompted the statement, 
according to Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt of West Germany, It 
emerged from a routine review 
of the situation in the city, 
which was given special four- 
power status under agreements 
following World War IL Usually 
such reviews are conducted by 
foreign ministers but this time, 
as at Helsinki in 1975. chiefs of 
government took part. 

Their meeting—which followed 
the two-day, seven-nation sum- 
mit conference and preceded the 
two-day, 15-nation gathering of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization—lasted for © hours 
and 40 minutes. About a third 
of it, British and West German 
officials reported, was deroted to 
Berlin and the rest to other 
topics, including the Middle East. 

U.S. Commitment 

Joseph Luns, the secretary- 
general of NATO. said at 2 press 
conference that President Carter 
would announce tomorrow that 
the United States was planning 
to increase its military commlt- 
ment in Central Europe “in the 
face of the Soviet troop buildup” 
and would ask the European al- 
lies of the United States to con- 
tribute as well. 


“I hope that approval br the 
heads of government here will be 
implemented next week by the 
Defense Policy Committee iu 
Brussels.” Mr, Luns’ added. “and 
that practical steps can be taken 
this year.” 


Mr. Garter will enter the NATO 
talks with some of the West Ger- 
mans, at least, watching him for 
signs of inexperience in foreign 
policy. ei 

Gaffe Committed 

The talk of the West German 
delegation today was a comment 
by Mr. Carter last night when he 
retumed from making a joint ap- 
pearance with his counterparts 
before reporters at the Banquet- 
ing House in Whitehall. Tired, 
perhaps, from a full day of mect- 
ings, he discussed Berlin with re- 
porters and committed a gaffe 
that was seized upon by some 
West German officials and jour- 


- nalists. 


“As you know,” Mr. Carter said, 
“the quadnpartite agreement say's 
that the city is not separated 
into two opposing political en- 
tities. We maintain, as you know, 
American, French, British and 
West German patrols in Eastern 
Germany, and according to the 
agreement. the East Germans 
have access to West Germany as 
well.” 

inaccuracies 


The President was inaccurate 
on three grounds. First, he ap- 
Parently meant East and West 
Berlin rather than East and West 
Germany. Second, such pstrols, 
while authorized in the postwar 
agreement, do not. in fact take 
place.

3 Copter Crashes 
In U.S. Linked to 


Bogus Paris 

LOS ANGELES. May 9 ΟΡ, 
—U.S. government officials have 
received information alleging that 
in the last two years at least three 
U.S. helicopter crashes—one of 
them fatal—involved a failure of 
counterfeit parts. 

According to industry sources, 
the parts were carrying the iden- 
tification of the Bell Helicopter 
Co., 8 major manufacturer. But 
the sources said a recent inves 
tigation by Bell showed that the 
parts were not manufactured by 
the company and that there was 
mo way to determine whether 
they met Bell engineering stan- 
dards. 

One of the three crashes σον 
curred in Napa, Calif. in Jwy 
ΟΣ 1875 and killed the pilot of 
the helicopter. Two persons-~a 
pilot and ἃ student pilot-—were 
seriously hurt in a erash in Nash- 
Ville, Tenn. in May, 1975. No in- 
juries were reported in the third 
crash, In Pigeon Forge. Tenn, in 
August, 1973. 

In January, 1976, the National 
‘Transportation Safety Board ποῖ- 
ed that all three crashes involved 
the failure in flisht of a part 
known 4s a tail rotor hub assem- 
bly bolt. The Bell helicopters in- 
volved were all 47S two-seaters. 

The board report mede no men- 
tion of bogus parts. But after the 
crashes, Bell investigators report- 
ediy identified as bogus those 
parts that the federal agency 
salu had failed. Bell is being sued 
by persons involved in each af 
the accidents, The helicopter 
manufacturer last month sued 
nipe companies and mo individ- 
vais, accusing them of making 
and selling paris bearing the Bell 
label.

WASHINGTON, May 9 'AP}.— 
Internationa! terrorism is Likely 
to inercase and to receive en- 
couragement from some .coun- 
tnes, the State Department says. 

In correspondence made public 
yesterday by Sen. Jacob Javits, 
R-N.Y.. the department named 
Iraq, Libya, Somalia and South- 
ern Yemen as countries believed 
to have aided terrorists in recent 
years. + 

There is “every indication that 
international terrorism is on the 

- increase." the department told 

Sen. Javits. a member of the 
Sesate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 

Sen. Javits asked for reports 
on countries that the State De- 
partment believed to be abetting 
terromsts after a staff assistant, 
Harold Rosenthal, was killed in 
a terrorist attack at Yesilkoy Air- 
port at Istanbul last Aug. 11, 

Sen. Javits said a Turkish 
court has sentenced his aide's 
convicted assassins to death and 
the sentence is being appealed. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Douglas Bennett told Sen, Javits 
in the letter that authorities will 
have to be braced for further 
attacks on U.S. citizens and in- 
stallations abroad, including those 
of U.S. companies. 

The department also outlined 
proposals for dealing with ter- 
rorism.

πα deadly virus that is extra- 


ardinerily difficult to detect or 
destroy has apparently been ac- 
cidentaly transplanted through 
Surgery to at least four persons. 


All four developed the rare 
brain disease characteristic of the 
infection after many months. 
‘Two died: the other two, both in 
Europe, were near death at latest 
report. As a result, many neuro- 
Surgical centers have changed 
their procedures, to prevent sim- 
ilar accidents. 

The presumed sources of infec- 
tion in all four cases were per- 
Sons who had died of a rare 
degenerative brain disorder called 
Creutzfeld-Jakob disease that re- 
sults from a slew virus infection. 
It is also called pre-senile de~ 
mentia, because it cam produce, 
at any age, menial deterioration, 
Joss of memory, physical inability 
te coordinate and other effects 
that cam accompany profound 
senility. The slow virus infection 
may take many months or even 
Years to develop, whereas or- 
dinary viruses act in hours or 
days. 

In two of the known cases, the 
deadly virus appears to have been 
inoculated by the transplanting 
of corneas. One of these trans- 
Plants wes done several years ago 
in New York City and was, at the 
time, the only Known case of its 
kind in the world. A second was 
performed more recently in Eu- 
rope and that patient was re- 
cently reported near death. 


Contaminated Gear 


In the other two cases, both 
in Zurich, the virus apparently 
had contaminated silver electrodes 
inserted in the brain for disg- 
nostic studies on epilepsy, The 
same electrodes had previously 
been used on & person who later 
died of Creutzfeld-Jakob disease. 
One of the two patients in Swit- 
zerland has already died of the 
disease. The other developed its 
classic symptoms and has been 
in 2 coma for more than three 
months, 

The viruses, seeming to fly in 
the face of existing knowledge, 
are resistant fo sterilization by 
boiling, ultraviolet light, formal- 
dehyde and other chemical dis- 
infectants. They have no cher- 
acteristic proteins of their own. 
They cause no inflammation, 
fever or other known immunologic 
reaction, yet they kill 

Dr, Carleton Gajdusek, who won 
a Nobel Prize last year for studies 
of slow virus infections, said: 


“We are really wondering how 


- much of this transmission has 


fone on.” 

He said his studies of about 300 
cases of the disease showed that 
about 15 of these patients had 
undergone neurosurgical opera- 
tions of some kind in the preced- 
ing five years. He said this was 
about 100 times the number that 
would be expected considering the 
rarity of the disease and relative 
infrequency of that kind of opera- 
tion. 

Four diseases involving slow 
virus infection are known, two of 
humans and two of animals. Some 
Scientists think that all four 
might be caused by the same 
virus acting somewhat differently 
in different circumstances and 
different species. 

2 Human Diseases 

The two human diseases are 
Creutzfeld-Jakob disease and 
kuru, which is Umited to a re- 
mote area of New Guinea and was 
once the leading cause of death 
among the area's Fore tribe. The 
two animal diseases are scrapie 
in sheep and a closely related 
disease of mink that may hare 
originated when ranch mink were 
fed sheep carcasses. Some of those 
sheep had been eliminated from 


had scrapie. 

It was Dr. Gajdusek, a senior 
scientist of the National Institutes 
of Health, who first linked kuru, 
previously believed to be a genetic 
disorder, to an unconventional

virus infection. Through years of 
research, he and his colleagues 
proved that the disease was ace 
tually a slow-acting virus infec- 
tion passed from person to per- 
son through ritual cannibalism, 
As a mark of respect, the Fore 
tribe's members ate the brains of 
close -relatives who died. Evi- 
dently the persons who prepared 
the ritual feasts accidentally in- 
fected themselves, through cuts 
and scratches, with virus-laden 
materiel from the brains. At one 
time, it appeared that kurv was 
going to kill off the entire popula- 
tion. When missionaries discour~ 
aged cannibalism, however, the 
disease began to die out and now 
it has virtually been eliminated. 

The cause of Kuru. like that of 
Creutzfeld-Jakob disease, was 
hard to pin down because the 
virus could not be detected by 
any known laboratory method. 
The cause was finaliy found by 
injecting material from the brains 
of human victims into animals. 
Biany months later, almost two 
years in the first cases, the ani- 
mals developed the same brain 
disease. 

Effect on Animals 

By now both kuru and Creutz~ 
feld-Jakob disease have been 
transmitted to many animal spe- 
cies, producing the same char- 
acteristic brain destruction in 
each, Scrapie also has been trans~ 
mitted to other animals, includ- 
ing some species of monkeys, The 
monkeys develop 2 disorder in~ 
distinguishable from Creutzfeld- 
Jacob disease, Dr. Gajdusek said, 
Suggesting a possible close rela+ 
tion between the two infections. 

The two cases of Creutzfeld- 
Jakob disease that followed cornca 
transplants have prompted eye 
banks to be extremely careful to 
rule out any Kind of disease in 
@ prospective denor before ἃ 
transplant is done. 

Since the two cases of trans- 
mission through brain electrodes, 
Surgeons have been discarding the 
expensive electrodes after one use 
or using models that can be 
Sterilized at high temperatures in 
an autoclave. 

Although Creutafeld-Jakob dis- 
ease is Tare, it is far more com- 
mon in many countries than bu~ 
man rabies and is just as deadly. 
To understand the natural history 
of the slow virus infections would 
take a tremendous amount of ef- 
fort in epidemiology, both medical 
and veterinary, Dr. Gajdusek be~ 
Meves. He and other scientists 
consider it a mystery with life 
and’ death implications and {feel 
that mch a research effort is 
Justified.

Doing Business With China 


The resumption of Chinese-American ne- 
gotiations to settle financtal claims is a vital 
step toward normal trade relations and part 
of a broader effort by the new Peking 
leadership to revive exchanges with the 
outside world. The talks provide a chance 
to advance the relationship despite the dif- 
ferences over Taiwan that block political 
“normalization"—a euphemism for the ex- 
change of embassies and full diplomatic 
recognition. : 

Chinas trade with the United States de- 
clined dramatically during last year’s power 
struggle, when a radical faction campaigned 
for maximum self-sufficiency. Chinese- 
American exchanges. which had increased 
from $95 million in 1972 to $934 million in 
1974. dropped back in 1975 and 1976-to $339 
million. Some analysts read this as a sign 
of Peking's displeasure over America's failure’ 
to move to full diplomatic relations at the 
expense of Talwan. But this theory is not 
supported by the trade statistics and by the 
tes ‘med financial negotiation.

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Greek Politics Remains a Family Affair

ATHENS, May 9 \WP).—A 
recent decision by an Athens 
judge gave legal substance to 
what has jong been accepted 
within Greek ruling circles: The 
mame of the Liberal party be- 
jongs to the Venizelos family. 


The decision was 5 reaffirma- 
tion of the hereditary nature of 
Greek politics, an approach that 
places the political process firm- 
ly in the hands of the country's 
elite, 

When rumors circulated that 2 
Cretan politician was about to 
revive the Liberals, Nikitas Veni- 
zelos, the son and grandson of 
former Liberal premiers, went to 
court in Athens to lay claim to 
the party name that was part of 
his family legacy. The court's 
decision drew nods of assent 
from the politica] establishment. 

Pervasive Infinence 

The makeup of the current 
parlisment shows the pervasive 
influence of the political class. 
Οἱ the 300 members of pariia- 
ment. 210—70 per cent—have 
served In parliament before or 
are sons and daughters of those 
who held office before. Eleven 
are relatives of former premiers. 

Streets are named after legis- 
lators—Venizelos, Tsaldaris, Ral- 
lis and Tsetsos, all families that 
assumed social or political prom- 
inence at the turn of the cen- 
tury or, in some cases, during the 
1821 war for independence. 

In the cool, elegant lobby of 
the Hotel Grand Bretagne and 
in the coffeehouses around Ko- 
fonaki Square, policy is formulat- 
ed and financial empires forged 
or broken. Economic and politi- 
cal power, when not held by the 
new buecaneer ship owners and 
industrialists, is controlled by the 
Political barons and their clans. 

‘Network of Old Boys’ 

With such a society, operating 
on the basis of political and per- 
sonal ties, Athens, although a 
city of 2.5 million, remains a vil- 
lage. 


“Everrone knows everyone.” 
poliicai commentator George 
Stalios said. “Everyone who mat- 
ters, that is. At the end of the 
war, Athens was a city of less 
than a million. Then there was 
a Massive mflux of refugees from 
“he war. Industrial units were 
expanded, the countryside was 
abandoned. Of course, the ruling 
class did nor increase propo:tion- 
ately. Losofar as there’s a gen- 
eral club element, we're still 
dealing with the graduates of 
Athens coilege, the network of 
old boys.” ᾿ 

There are certainly some ἐπ)- 
portant exceptions. The most 
notable is Premier Constantine 
Caramanlis, who was born to an 
obscure family of Macedonia, the 
son of a village schoolmaster. 
Nonetheless, he 885 dominated 
the political scene, along with bis 
handpicked ministers, most of 
them from the elite, since the 
immediate postwar years. 

For members of the political 
class there is a sense of warmth 
and familiarity in this city. 
When one enters a sidewalk cafe 
without companions. there are 
always familiar faces, the offer 
of an empty chair. 

The nature of the society 
leares little room for privacy. 
indiscretions become common 
knowledge and are discussed as 
if they were an intimate family 
affair. 

“My greatest surprise about the 
coup of 1867 was how they kept 
it a secret,” said opposition mem- 
ber of pariiament Sotiris Papa- 
politis. “Nothing in this country 
has beep kept a secret so Jong.” 

Mr. Papapolitis, 35, a lawyer 
who was educated and has taught 
abroad, enunciated what is 
bothering many of his contem- 
poraries: The politica] and social 
stagnation bred by the political 
elite.

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Up. Up and Away in a Balloon 
Trying for an Altitude Record 


By Gary. Yerkey 


BEE. Belgium \IHTi.—The 
Tattan-and-willow basiet. 
about the size of ἃ playpen. lifts 
off the lawn swiitir. silently, 
pulled skyward by 42,200 cubic 
feet of hot air trapped inside a 
nylon balloon 72 feet high by 54 
feet wide. In it. smiling widelr. 
is Anneke Sandel. who in late 
Jute will try to break the wornen’s 
balloon altitude record. ascending 
to 27.000 feet over Herefordshire, 
England. Today, she would climb 
to ‘less than one tenth that 
height, and as the basket clips 
the tree tops her guest wonders 
whether she is mad. or whether. 
as she puts it, only slightly 
weird. 

The occasion for the flight was 
the baptism of the new balloon 
belonging to the Belgian Aero- 
nautic Club. which will host on 
these same chateau grounds May 
21 one of Europe's principal bal- 
loon meets, the Prince Antoine de 
Ligne Rally. Some 80 craft, in- 
cluding the club balloon and 
Anneke Sandel's, will fll the sky 
with bright color. But today there 
are only two, 

Perfectly Quiet 

ΑΞ she chased the blue-and- 
white club balloon, following its 
path precisely. Miss Sande] ex- 
plained that the thrill and danger 
of ballooning, unlike flying fixed- 
wing aircraft, is that horizontal 
direction is dictated entirely ‘by 
the whims of the wind. “Because 
of its aerodynamic configuration,” 
she says, switching on the pro- 
pane-fed flame to reheat the air 
inside, which causes the balloon 
to rise gently. “the balloon will 
never respond to any form of 
directional contrél, such as rud- 
ders, even if they could somehow 
be attached.”

Quit School 


“Tt was orange and white.” she 
recalled. “against the blue sky. 
floating lacliy over the Indtane 
fields, I was addicted instantly. T 
hopped on my bicycle and chased 
it, and when it landed, I told 
the pilot. a professor at the unt- 
versity, I want to learn.” He taught 
her to fly. She became a licensed 
balloonist. which changed not 
only her life but the entry in 
her Dutch passport under “Oc- 


cupation.” Nine years later, the 
word “balleonist™ remains. 
She quit school, joining the 


handful of balloon-less balloon- 
ists, and hired her limited ser- 
viees to a balloon manufacturer 
in North Carolina in exchange 
for materials and instruction. 
While she helped build other bal- 
loons, she also designed and built 
her own, Called “The Red Baron.” 
it measured 56.000 cubic feet, or 
13.200 cubic feet larger than the 
balorm she flies today. 


Determined to go pro, she βᾶ- 
‘vertised for a commercial sponsor 
and Wrangler, the jeans outfit, 
responded. Within weeks, she was 
flying the company’s promotional 
gimmick, “Big Blue.” to store 
openings, fairs and other sub- 
urban-strle events throughout the 
United States. That was 1979, 
when she also became the only 
woman to ΠΡ in the Wortd Hot- 
Air Balloon Championships in 
Albuquerque. N.M. 

She attacked the promotional 
route again in 2974, and the fol- 
lowing year, with fellow aero- 
neut David Robinson, she went 
with the wind cross-country for 
the Muscular Dystrophy Associa- 
tion, surprising shoppers at 48 
malls in 33 states during a 64-day 
period. In some 100 flights, she 
raised $1 miilion, 

Whr is she trying for the world 
altitude record? “Well, you have 
to be a litte weird first of 811." 
she said. “But seriously, 1 was 
born below sea level and I sup- 
pese I've had the urge to get as 
high as possible ever since.” 

She said that she ts “basically 
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Anneke Sandel climbing 


pretty sane,” and the idea of 
going from sea level in Here- 
fordshire to 27,000 feet scares her 
when she considers it. “While T 
don't think about it too often, 
when I do, 1 think mainly about 
the emotional side of it. Above 
all, it is a test of nerves and not 
of equipment.” She wonders 
whether. when she reaches her 
scheduled highest point, she will 
have the sense and composure 
simply to stop, “It mar be too 
tempting to go higher-—and that 
could be disastrous, given the 
preparations made.” 


She expects the flight to last 
no more than an hour. Her rate 
of ascent will be 1,000 feet a 
minute, or ST minutes to “the 
top.” When she reaches 27.000 
feet. she will shut off the propane 
burner and fall free. at between 
1600 and 1.800 feet a minute. 


Materiallr, she will be well- 
protected: She will hate a back- 
up oxygen unit and carry an 
alternate burner on beard. plus 
two tanks of gas. each weighing 
64 pounds, and she will be linked 
to the ground by both a two-way 
radio and a seaisd instrument 
that will record the course 
of the flight for the Fédera- 
tion Afronautique Internationale, 
whose representative at the site 
will sanction the recerd. 

She must break the existing 
record by at least 3 per cent to 
meet regulations, To be on the 
safe side. she chose 13. 

She and her team have “block- 
ed” the period June 15-30 with 
the Fédération Aéronautique In- 
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Gary Yerkey. 
into her balloon basket. - 


ternationale, meanmg no other 
attempts at the record will be 
allowed diiring that time. She will 
wait for the day when the air 
is stable and the wind at 27,000 
feet blows at no more than 25 
mots. When she finally lifts off,

UR. years ago, when he won 
ὦ Nobel Prize in medicine 


‘for bis studies of animal be- 


hevior, Konrad Lorenz was al- 
ready celebrated for his “On 
* Aggression,” a book that suggest- 
ed the existence of many par- 
allels between animal and hu- 
man conduct and one significant 


’ difference—that man is the only 


species that preys upon its own 


. Kind, “At the same time that 


Lorenz's ideas were becoming the 
‘common coin of American con- 
versation, -his name was be- 
clouded by suggestions that he. 
had -been a pro-Nazi racist in 
1940. Indeed, so much contro- 
versy has ‘swirled around Dr. 
Lorenz and so many notions 
have been imputed to him that 
a biography is very much in 
order,  - . : 

Alez Nisbett's book has many 
virtues. A British mathematical 
physicist, Nisbett has 2° deserved 
Teputation for his ability to ex- 
‘Plain scientific or technical sub- 
jects to a lay audience. In addi- 
tion, he is at home in the Ger- 
man language, in which his sub- 
ject writes, and he has been 
able to tals to Lorenz for many 
hours. -. Nisbeti’s aim, he says, 
“is fo provide 8 sympathetic but

Nisbett bends to his task quite 
sensibly, first by defining 
Lorenz's ‘field’ of . scientific. com- 


. petence, then hy telling us about 


his: life and finally by discussing 
his provocative ideas. The re- 
sult-is a portrait in the round 
that provides important clues to 


. Lorenz's imposing personality. 


Ethology. his special domain, is 
a comparative study of behavior 
in which the similarities and dis- 
similarities of different species 
‘are investigated with the aim of 
discovering how the evolutionary 
process. has made each what it 
is, In its origin, the word 
“ethology” relates to mime or the 


study of gesture as a clue'to char~ © 


acter. Concentrating on the goose 
and jackdaw communities, Lorenz 
vhas.been able to demonstrate the 
existence of a subtle social life, 
full of dramatic incident and well~ 
rehearsed ritual. ἢ

Species’ “equipment for survival 
and reproduction"—that it is a 
product of natural selection. Many, 
probably most, ethologists would

could heve been more explicit, 
especially since the notion of ter~ 
ritory and aggression are 50 
central: to the controversies over 
Lorenz's theories. 

‘Territory and aggression are 
both instinctual. in man.and ani- 
mals, Lorenz maintains, ‘This is a 
.concept congenial to many Freud- 
jaus and to- those for whom 
human nature is immutable. 
Behaviorists, on the other hand, 
tend to discount the role of 
instinct in man. In reviewing 
the dispute, Nisbett is explanatory 
Tather than critical. Lorenz is cit-

Floyd Surges 
Past Crenshaw 
For Golf Victory 


DALLAS, Mar 9 (AP!.—Ray 
Floyd. three strokes back with 
four holes to play. surged past 
distraught Ben Crenshaw with an 
eagle-par-birdie burst and scored 
a two-stroke victory yesterday in 
the $200,000 Byron Nelson golf 
classic.

“I just 
think TV networks are embar- 
rassed to claim they're paying 
this much money for a round 
of tenms that doesn't mean 
anything.”

“It's all very nice to strike medals in 
the name of artists and to profit from the 
reputation of French art in selling ears 
and corkscrews abroad,” he said recently 
in a call for help. “Thanks very much, 
‘We don't ask for that. We only ask that 
our works not be treated as a nuisance 
and buildozed to plant a lawn.” 

The umequal battle between Dubuffet 
and Renault goes back to 1973, when the 
head of the company decided to enlist a 
muanber of artists to decorate the com- 
pany’s supermodern aluminum and glass 
headquarters at Boulogne-Billancourt, on 
the edge of Paris.
